RUSSIAN LINES 


Mikado’s Forces Are Advanc- 
‘ing Steadily to Give Bat- 
tle Near Haicheng or 
Liaoyang. 


CLOSER TO PORT ARTHUR 


Army of 30,000 Men Slowly 
Drawing Nearer to the Be- 
sieged Gibraltar of 
the Far East. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, May. 12.—All official 
dispatches from the seat of war show tne 
steady advance of the Japanese armies in tne 
direction of Haicheng and Liaoyang. 

The Japanese forces are moving in divisions 
of about 10,000 men each. Each division ap- 
parently is accompanied by fifty guns and 
1,500 cavalry. 

Dispatches from Gen. Kouropatkin locate 
at least five of these divisional armies ad- 
vancing from Fengwangcheng and Takushan 
toward Haicheng, There are, it is known, 
more armies marching on the Russian posi- 
tions, but their whereabouts have not been 
reported. 

Gen. Kouropatkin reports that there are 
at least 30,000 Japanese soldiers in the Liao- 
tung peninsula, all apparently intended for 
the investment of Port Arthur. * 

Thirty transports with a Japanese division 
on board are reported to be lying off Port 
Adams, on the west coast of the Liaotung 
peninsula. 

Japanese Armies Advancing. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 12.—Gen. Kar- 
kevitch in a dispatch to the general staff 
says that on May 8 part of the Japanese 
vanguard appeared in the valley of the 
Sedzi river and that a considerable body 
of the enemy continues to occupy Douan- 
myo. Another detachment composed ap- 
parently of one battalion of infantry and 
half a squadron of cavalry is situated about 
five miles north of Takushan. 

Other information indicates that on May 
10 a Japanese force of 10,000 infantry and 
fifty guns, chiefly of the mountain type, 
halted for the day at Hungkiapusze, and 
advanced on May 11 towards Siuyen, thirty 
miles east of Haicheng.

During these 
two hours the great crowd had indulged in 
the wildest scenes of enthusiasm for the 
various candidates known to recent political 
conventions. 


Excitement Brought to an End. 

The announcement from the committee 
that no report could be given until 10:30 in 
the morning, or possibly later, was at once 
the climax and the anti-climax. 

It was an anti-climax so far as the com- 
mittee was concerned, but Harlan and Lori- 
mer, representing the Deneen and machine 
elements, delayed the report simply to avoid 
an all night contest, for which the conven- 
tion was waiting.

a small detachment of infantry was sent 


from Polandien. 

“ The troops sent to reconnoiter announced 
that the Japanese were landing near Cape 
Siaokahuseitsa, in Kinchou bay, near the 
mouth of the Tchengyu river and 
posting a division of 10,000 men in the 
reighboring villages. The Russian popula- 
tion was withdrawn from Pitsewo. 

“Having fulfilled its task our small de- 
tachment retired on the evening of May 5, 
but met en route a superior force of the 
enemy, and took another road. The detach- 
ment was pursued by the Japanese for a dis- 
tance. of six miles, and our casualties were 
one sharpshooter wounded and three horses 


killed. 


‘The Japanese on the evening of May 5 
sent two regiments toward Tantsiafang and 
also two detachments south and west of the 
points of disembarkation. 


Fire on Russian Train. 

“ Japanese scouts appeared at 8 o'clock on 
the morning of May 6 at Polandien and then 
Jaapnese infantry came up and opened fire 
on a mail train bound north, but without 
result. 

“The Japanese evacuated Polandien May 
7, probably because a great storm began to 
gather and also because they feared being 
cut off. 

“On May 8 a small detachment of Russian 
cavalry effected a reconnoissance towards 
Sanchilipu, Pitsewo, and Wufungtien, cov- 
ering in a day sixty-five miles. 

** The railway is still free of the enemy. 

*“ Japanese detachments consisting of one 
and one-half to three companies each kept 
watch and passed the night east of the rail- 
way. They then proceeded southwest. 

“Our detachment, having arrived seven 
and one-half miles northwest of Pitsewo, ad- 
vanced to within three-quarters of a mile 
of a fortification under construction, which 
was occupied by a Japanese infantry com- 
pany. During a fusillade one of the frontier 
guards was wounded.

*“ According to Chinese information, 20,000 
Japanese landed east of Pitsewo, with fleld 
artillery and ’siege guns, and Pitsewo was 
occupied by 1,500 men.

Disobedience of Secretary Hitchcock, 
His Superior, Blamed. 


Washington, D. C., May 12.—[Special.]— 
Eugene F. Ware, commissioner of pensions, 
has handed his resignation to President 
Roosevelt, to take effect at th- pleasure of 
the latter. The resignation has been in the 
hands of the president for some time, but he 
has urged the poet-lewyer to remain at his 
post for a while longer as there is no desire 
to select a new commissioner during the na- 
tional campaign, and it is probable Mr. Ware 
will remain ‘at the head of the pension office 
until after election. 


Is Tired of His Job. 

For months rumors have been current to 
the effect that Mr. Ware desired to lay 
aside the cares of office, and the president 
knew Mr. Ware's wishes a long time before 
the formal resignation was placed in his 
hands. The commissioner has clashed sev- 
eral tines with his superior, Secretary Hitch- 
cock, who has overruled several opinions 
of the commissioner, and has ‘ordered the 
reversal of some of his official acts. bs 

The administration of affairs in the pension 
office has been unique during the régime of 
the Kansas man. Here is an,example of his 
methods: 

Soon after things in the pension office had 
settled down Tuesday morning for the day 
and Mr. Ware’s trained ear told him that 
the machinery of .the bureau was running 
smoothly, the twelve chiefs of division were 
summoned to the commissioner's office.

**Gentlemen,” Mr. Ware said, waving his 
hand toward his desk, on which wetre,twelve 
round silver salvers, something’ like a'cross 
between a’ card tray and.a Roman discus,’ 
and each bearing a big silver bowl, “‘ I wish 
to present to each one of you a little token 
of my appreciation of your loyal support 
and unswerving allegiance to mein my dif- 
ficult task of administering the affairs of 
this branch of the government. Help your- 
selves,"’ 

The twelve chiefs advanced in good order, 
and each one took a bowl anda plate. The 
twelve were accustomed to giving up their 
small change to buy a loving cup for an out- 
going commissioner, but the tables had never 
been: turned on’ them before, and they ap- 
peared -to appreciate it. 

‘Finally the veteran of them all, holding his 
bowl and plate carefully in front of him, 
tried to tell the commissioner how much his 
gift was appreciated.

General Manager Roach and other officials 
of the Union Traction company showed up 
here today. They came to swell the corps 
of corporation workers here looking after 
the convention, It is not believed any more 
will come, one reason being that it is too 
late for them to be of any use, and the other 
follows the Florodora question: “Are there 
any more at home like you?”

Then Mr. Lowden was seen pushing his 
way through the crowds surrounded by close 
friends, and a shout arose from the Lowden 
delegations. With this outcry sustained and 
prolonged the colonel walked tothe platform 
and took a seat among his friends at the 
extreme rear. 


Yates’ Plan to Stampede Apparent. 

Then Gov. Yates appeared. Qhat was the 
signal for a tremendous outburst, which con- 
tinued scarcely without interruption for two 
‘hours. The room was filled with his Spring- 
field and Jacksonville friends, Hardly was 
the head of the governor seen bobbing along 
in the aisles when every Yates delegate had 
leaped to a chair with the most ear splitting 
shrieks of which his lungs were capable. 

From the unanimity and .*,team work” 
of the action it could hardly be considered as 
other than premeditated. The ‘‘ word” had 
been passed around that the Yates people 
would show their allegiance “and sticking 
qualities if lung exercise could do it. 

The first outbreak of the demonstration 
Was not unexpected, but the leaders showed 
they had no intention of allowing it to sub- 
tide, but intended to keep it going.

RIVAL FORCES

Opening Session in State Ar- 
-mory Hears Suggestions of 
Convention of 1900. 


CANNON ON PARTY POLICY 


Republicans Have Ever Pointed 
the Way to National Honor 
and Prosperity.

Springfield, Ill., May 12.—[Special.]—In the 
Springfield armory directly after noon to- 
day the opposing forces in the governorship 
contest were drawn up side by sNe, broad- 
side to broadside, in the first skirmish of the 
decisive battle which is to end the campaign 
for state control. 

State delegates, 1,499 in number, most of 
them dating their allegiance from fiercely 
contested local struggles; state officials, na- 
tional officers, congressmen, and thousands 
of partisans without votes, but with intense 
convictions, filled the great auditorium to 
work in or watch one of the most eventful 
and important political contests in recent 
state history. ‘ 


Start Made on Schedule Time. 


- Almost to a dot on scheduled time the first 
session of the convention was started, and 
when started it proceeded with close ad- 
herence to prearranged plans in getting the 
preliminaries cleared away for the test of 
strength to come. 

Many a delegate present at the famous 
Peoria convention of 1900 might have im- 
agined himself still sitting in that one. 

Richard Yates sat on the floor of the con- 
vention, a candidate now as then. William 
Lorimer sat in his aisle seat, ten rows from 
the platform, a manipulator and shrewd tac- 
ticlan now as then. 

J. R. B. Van Cleave, thinner than four 
years ago, sat facing the delegates, with his 
fingers on the roll call and his mind ready to 
make use of it, one of the secretaries now as 
then, when his bold tactics helped to make 
and unmake candidates. . ,

Judge Hanecy’s arm was out- 
stretched, as if to call Mr. Cannon’s at- 
tention to, something, and as the speaker 
waved the gavel it nearty hit the judge’s 
hand. To the curious spectators it seemed 
to be a movement to grasp the gavel, and 
they shuddered to think what would have 
happened if the great speaker of the house 
had heen seized with the idea the judge 
was endeavoring to supplant him.

The 
Lowden wards from Chicago and from Yates 
counties were comfortably placed’ close to 
the platform. 

Lorimer had the position which he used ef- 
fectively in the last convention which nomi- 
nated the governor. Graeme:Stewart and 
John M. Smyth were neighbors. in‘ the’ first 
few rows, but the presence of John M.’Harlan 
in the same vicinity might be allowed to oft-

Prominent Men on Platform. 


When Mr. Rowe called the convention to 
order Speaker Cannon sat directly behind 
the chair, with Senator Cullom at his right 
and Senator Hopkins at his left. Back of 
Mr, Cannon were Judge Hanecy, Congress- 
man Snapp, United States District Attorney 
Sol Bethea, and other federal officials. 

Still further behind, on a higher bank of 
seats, were many prominent women who are 
candidates or have candidates to present to 
the convention, including Mrs. Elmina 
Springer, Mrs. Carrie Alexander, Mrs. Busey, 
and others.

New Charter Urged. 

At its last session the general assembly 
adopted a joint resolution to submit to the 
people of Illindis an amendment to the state 
constitution empowering the state legisla- 
ture to grant a special charter to the city of 
Chicago.

Resolved, That the republican state com- 
mittee of Illinois be, and it is accordingly 
hereby authorized and empowered to fillany 
vacancy or vacancies that may occur in 
nominations made at this convention.

Ringing Cheers for Cannon. 


There were no negative votes, and Mr. 
Cannon was declared elected. As he arose 
and took the gavel he was greeted with pro- 
longed applause. He said: 

‘*Gentlemen of the Convention: goec 
without saying that a man who is chdgen to 
preside temporarily over this convention 
whose heart would not throb faster and 
whose breast would not swell with pride 
would be less than human.” 

Secretary Hoy arose and pinned on Mr. 
Cannon’s breast a golden lettered badge 
reading: ‘Illinois republican convention, 
1904, temporary chairman.” 

‘‘T would rather have this,” said Chair- 


‘man Cannon, “than the yellow jacket ot a 


Chinese mandarin.”’

Speaker Cannon’s Address. 


Chairman Cannon then resumed his speech. 
He said: 

“ The first republican convention I attend- 
ed in Illinois was the .first state and presi- 
dential convention, I believe, ever held in the 
state after the party had been fully organ- 
ized.. That convention was held in 1860 at 
Decatur. Nominations were made. The del- 
egates were selected and instructed to pre- 
sent the name of the favorite son of Lllinois 
then and favorite in metry since among all 
favorites—Abraham Lincoln. 

“The national convention met a few days 
later in the Chicago wigwam and nominated 
the candidates, and then came the first regu- 
lar platform of that great party, just born 
of necessity to lead a contest that was to 
preserve the union and launch the country 
for the first time upon the great ocean of 
production and prosperity. I will not read 
much, but bear with me while | give you the 
substance of that exceedingly short but im- 
portant platform which constitutes the foun- 
dation upon which the party has.stood from 
that time to this, and the substance of all the 
platforms, state and national, that have 
been enacted ever since for forty-four years. 


Democratic Views in 1860. 


“ The platform of '60 declared that the nor- 
mal condition of all the territory of the Unit- 
ed States should be that of freedom, and 
denied the authority of congress or or the 
territorial legislature, or of any individuals 
to give local existence to slavery in anf terri- 
tory of the United States. The democratic 
platform of ’60 in substance follows: 

“** We affirm the legality of slavery in the 
territory of the United States and declare it 
the duty of the United States to protect it 
there,’ an affirmation of free soi] for free 
men, freedom upon one hand, slavery upon 
the other. Let me read further: 

“*The republican platform further pro- 
vides that while providing revenues fbr the 
safety of the general government wy duties 
upon imports, the true policy requires such 
adjustment of imports as to encourage the 
development of the industrial interests of the 
whole country.’ 

_“ That means a policy of national exchange 
which, first, secures to the workingman lib- 
eral wages; second, to agriculture, remuner- 
ative prices; third, to mechanic and the 
manufacturer, adequate rewards for their 
skill, labor, and enterprise; fourth, to the na- 
tion, commercial prosperity. Listen now to 
the democratic platform, made in ’60, on that 
subject: ‘The democratic platform of ’5é6 
and '60 both declared that the time had come 
for the people of the United States to declare 
themselve# in favor of free seas and pro- 
gressive free trade throughout the world.’ 


» Union Saved from Secession. 


“‘ Upon this platform the issues were joined. 
Lincoln was elected. Secession followed. 
With a bankrupt treasury and impaired 
credit, it became necessary to raise great 
armies to preserve the union and uphold the 
flag. Men sprang up as ‘f by magic to the 
rescue, when there was no wherewithal to 
be clothed, fed, transported, and remuner- 
ated. 

“ With the republican party fully in power, 
congress at an early day wrote upon the 
statute book a revenue law providing du- 
ties upon imports of goods that came else- 


and they were so adjusted, following the

platform, as to yield a revenue and at the 
same time to protect the labor and capital 
engaged in the diversification of industries 
and upon which we could diversify our in- 
dustries. What happened? The revenues 
under that legislation came from it as freely 
and liberally as water from the rock in the 
desert when smitten by Moses to relieve a 
famishing people. 

“From that day to this that protective 
tariff bill, with additions from time to time, 
has rested upon the statute books, with the 
exception of almost four years under Grover 
Cleveland, from 1893 to 1897. When the re- 
publican party again came into power under 
the leadership of William McKinley they 
wrote that pelicy upon the statute books 
where it rests today. 


What Republicanism Has Done. 


Bear with me for five minutes while I 
refresh your minds with happenings. In 
ony Lincoln was elected to rule over 31,000,- 

people in the United States. Then the 
war for the union was fought successfully 
and freedom guaranteed to all men forever 
within our borders. Freedom in territory, 
yes, and freedom in all states, equality be- 
fore the law, under which each individual 
works out his own salvation, by his own 
skill, his own ability, his own industry. The 
$7,000,000,000 eaten up and shot away during 
the war have been paid. ' 

‘Since the close of the war $3,000,000,000 
have been paid from the treasury as pensions 
to the men who through the whole contest 
upheld the flag and preserved the union. 

“The currency of the country, which depre- 
ciated during the war, has been restored to 
its full value, until today we have more cur- 
rency to man, woman, and child, and better 
currency, save alone France, that lacks our 
banking system, than any nation on earth, 


Fruits of Protection. 


“That is not all. Under the protection 
platform of 1860, and the policy of the party 
since, from being an insignificant manu- 
facturing country, we have developed and 
diversified our industries, until today we 
manufacture by our own labor in the United 
States of America one-third of all the goods 
manufactured on this round earth. 

‘Our manufactures in 1900 were $13,000,- 
000,000 in value, equal to the manufactures 
of Great Britain, Germany, and France com- 
bined, and over four-fifths of those products 
found markets in our own country—a market 
such as no other people has on earth, a mar- 
ket that is only possible by our nifillions of 
laborers, who on the average receive $2 
day for a day’s work, or in that proportion 
where similar labor elsewhere in the world 
only receives $1. ; 

“If you want liberal. customers you 
want great blocks of people earning liberal 
wages, and then .they buy liberally of the 
food of the farmers, and purchase each 
other’s commodities with liberality, having 
the wherewith to pay. 


Our Own Home Markets. 


** Bear with me while I call attention to 
another fact. The home commerce of the 
United States—that is, amongst us folks, us 
boys and girls, our people, American citi- 
zens—that over one-third of the world’s labor 
in diversified industries, that the exchange 
of our products amongst ourselves, the value 
of that market has leaped in twenty years 
from $7,000,000 to $2,000,000,000 in 1900, and 
2,200.000,000 in 1902. Our swapping of prod- 
ucts amongst ourselves, for our own com- 
fort, is greater than all the international 
commerce of all the nations in all the world. 

“One thing the republican party stands 
.for—let whatever elise happen. We stand, 
every member of our party, informed, vig- 
ilant, courageous, to register. promise, and, 
if necessary, to take oath that we devote 
our time and our vigilance and see to it that 
this market amongst ourselves never sha]! 
be imperiled by bringing us into competition 
with similar products produced with labor 
at $1 a day elsewhere in the world, whereas 
our labor gets $2. 

“Without exception, from 1860 under Lin- 
coln t6 this time, under Roosevelt, the re- 
publican party’s position has been yea yea 
and nay nay, touching this great policy. 
Without exception the democratic party’s 
platform and position has been yea yea and 
nay nay, except that their yea yeas and 
naygnays have been in pulling back, while 
our yea yeas and nay nays have been march- 
ing at the head of the world. 


“The Good Old Times.” 


“Some people say we are growing poor. 
O, I am old enough, and Senator Cullom is, 
to have_recollected oné pair of shoes made 
by a cross roads shoemaker upon a last on 
which he made all the shoes for the boys, 
and when you wore them they were worse 
than the tortures of the inquisition until 
they almost were worn out.

tunate. Admission for adults, 25 cents; 
children, a slick bit, 12% cents. 


We’re Worth More Now. 


*“ Back in those times, do you know how 
rich we were? There were less than 30,000,000 
of us, and in round numbers the wealth of 
the country was measured by $500 for each 
individual. Do you know what we are worta 
now? In these days, when the man that lives 
in the sweat of his face and eats by virtue 
of a day’s labor, has a house, furniture, and 
carpets such as Senator Cullom and I never 
saw until we were 15 years old, the aver- 
age wealth in 1900 to every inhabitant of 
almost 80,000,000 was $1,235, and yet there 
are people that stand around on street cor- 
ners and swear we are having a devil of a 
hard time. 

** Now, gentlemen, I have no right to detain 
you much longer. During this campaign, if 
you will be kind enough to notify me once in 
a while, I will accompany Senator Cullom or 
Senator Hopkins and the other gentlemen, 
and we will divide up and address three meet- 
ings a day, and so far as is necessary, we 
each and all, from early morn to dewy 
eve, will proclaim the republican gospel 
throughout the breadth and length of our 
magnificent state. 


Illinois’ Roll of Honor. 


“Did you ever think what a roll of honor 
we had since 1860, heaced by Lincoln, fol- 
lowed with Grant, Palmer. and Logan; fol- 
lowed with Gen. W. H. L. Wallace; followed 
with Gen. Rinaker and my present colleague, 
the gallant Ben Marsh of the Second Illinois 
cavalry, in all its weary marches in the con- 
federacy? | 

“Then there was gallant, splendid, magni- 
ficent old Dick Ogleshy, the sound of whose 
voice any time was worth a thousand men. 
Then there is our Senator Cullom, our Gov. 
Bevericge. and last, but not least, the first 
great war governor of Illinois, Richard 
Yates. [Prolonged cheers, many delegates 
rising and waving hats and handkerchiefs. ] 


Chicago a Growing Giant. 


‘In that time I have seen the great queen 
city upon the lake with 100,000 people spring 
like a great giant into the arena of the 
great cities of the world, until today she 
counts her population at 2,000,000 souls. [A 
voice, Louder.”’) 

‘“‘T don’t know of anybody, unless he had 
the last trump, that could make you hear. 
{Laughter.] I want to say to our good old 
Father Knickerbocker friends, look out, or 
in the next decade this young giant amongst 
cities will reach your place and will be a

“Why dwell longer? The man that does 
not feel the greatness. wealth,- prosperity, 
and splendor of this country In his daily 
life would not believe a man though he might 
rise from the dead, and that is what our 
democratic friends are trying to do.

“We meet here today to perform a duty 
for the republican party of Illinois and the 
United States.

As in 
the earlier meetings Congressman Fuller 
moved an adjournment to an early hour, 
while James H. Burke tried to amend to a 
later time. The earlier hour was chosen.

Springfield, Ill, May 12.—[Special.J—The 
congressional district caucuses to select 
members of the state committee, the commit- 
tees on resolutions and on credentials, and 
the work of selecting delegates and alter- 
nates at large, and presidential electors at 
large, were held at 10 a. m. In most cases 
there were no contests. 

Three districts, the Twelfth, the Hight- 
eenth, and the Twenty-second, specifically 
indorsed Robert R. Hitt for the vice presi- 
dency.

E. Fuller’s district, the Eighteenth ts Speak- 
er Cannon’s, and the Twenty-second Is the 
Rodenberg district. 


Lorimer-Deneen Fight. 


The Lorimer-Deneen fight in the Fourth 
district resulted in a split caucus, and two 
sets of nominations on convention commit- 
tees.’ The row lasted for an hour, and rough- 
house tactics proceeded in the senate cham- 
ber, where 300 people had assembled in an- 
ticipation -of seeing the fun. Apparently 
each side had fourteen votes, Deneen’s peo- 
ple, however, maintained after it was over 
that the Lorimer people had but twelve 
votes in the caucus, two of their delegates 
being absent and not being represented by 
proxy. 
| John J. McKenna, the present member of 
the state committee from ‘the district, called 
the caucus to order. Frank J. Paul was 
nominated for chairman by the Lorimer 
contingent and Ed Litzinger by the Deneen 
people.

Not only will the delegates at large 
to the national convention be instructedé ‘or 
the renomination of President Roosevelt but 
the name of Robert R. Hitt is put forward 
as lllinois’ choice for the vice presidency, 
and its delegates are,told to vote and work 


for him also. 

The indorsement of Congressman Hitt was 
by a unanimous vote of the committee. 
Hardly had Walter Reeves of Streator been 
chosen as chairman than the member from 
the Twelfth district presented the resolu- 
tions adopted at the caucus of the congres- 
sional district, in which Senator Fairbanks 
of Indiana was indorsed for the place. It is 
Senator Hopkins’ district, and their appear- 
ance caused some comment. 

Hitt Resolutions Presented. 

At the same time fesolutions favoring the 
nomination of Congressman Hitt were pre- 
sented by the Twelfth, Eighteenth, and 
Twenty-second districts, the Twelfth being 
Chairman Reeves’, the Eighteenth Congress- 
man Cannon's, and the Twenty-second Con- 
gressman Rodenburg’s. The committeemen 
looked at each other for a moment and then 
Chairman Reeves suggested that as Mr. Hitt 
was an Illinois man of whom the staite was 
proud his name should be considered first. 
It was asked if Mr. Hitt would accept and 
that point was clinched by the production 
of telegrams between Mr. Hitt and Con- 
gressman Cannon. In answer to the inquiry 
Mr. Hitt replied: 

“TT would accept if it does not interfere 
with Speaker Cannon.” 


Cannon’s Reply Is Cannonesque. 

The speaker’s answer to Mr. Hitt was as 
characteristic and short as it was to the 
point: “‘ Nota d—nbit. J.G. Cannon.” 

At this point the Fairbanks resolution was 
allowed to be withdrawn, the introducer 
asking the privilege, and it being understood 
it would not be a matter of record in the pro- 
ceedings. Then the resolution indorsing 
Congressman Hf&tt was passed by @ unani- 
mous vote. 

George Miller of Decatur, president of the 
Manufacturers and Retail Dealers’ associa- 
tion, eame before the committee and asked 
that a plank favoring the reduction of rali- 
way rates ‘“‘to correspond with the rates in 
adjacent states’ be putinthe platform.

Committee on Resolutions Gives Con-/ 


ON FARCICAL CONTEST WORK. 


Committee on Credentials Goes Through 
Many Formalities and Adopts State 
Committee Decisions,

Springfield, Ill., May 12.—[S8pecial.]—Con- 
tests great and small did much to delay the 
preliminary work of the convention and the 
committee on credentials devoted a great 
amount of time to them. It had a contest 
over its own membership and when that was 
arranged it went through a lot of forms and 
duplicated exactly the action of the state 
committee. 

The action of the credentials committee 
makes a fight on the floor tomorrow cer- 
tain. 

The committee at 2 p. m. locked itself in the 
rooms of the railroad and warehouse com- 
mission and proceeded to go over the same 
ground traversed on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day by the state committee. It has listened 
to the same statements of alleged facts made 
by the same contestants and has reached 
the same conclusions. 

As soon as the committee had been chosen 
the members adjourned to the state house 
and were called to order by L. T. Hoy, secre- 
tary of the state committee. John Maynard 
Harlan suggested that the contestants should 
be eliminated from voting in organization 
or have their cases settled in advance. Mr. 
Hoy ruled this could not be done‘until the 
chairman had been selected. Thereypon 
Judge Hanecy moved that each contestant 
be given half a vote. This was agreed to, 
Lorimer placed Judge Hanecy in nomination. 
Mr. Harlan nominated Ben M. Smith for 
chairman. 


Hanecy Elected Chairman. 


A roll call vote elected Hanecy, 16 to 8, 
As the First district led, when his name was 
called Judge Hanecy asked who his opponent 
was, and being informed, said: “I vote for 
Smith.” Then the roll call proceeded. 

Those voting for Hanecy were: Shanahan, 
one-half vote; -Lorimer, Murphy, Smith, 
Barr, Sterling, Baxter, Clark, Putnam, Brad- 
ford, Robinson, Russell, Purvine, one-half 
vote; Jones, Phillips, Aisthorp—16. 

Those voting for Smith were: Lindly, 
West, Walsh, one-half vote; Juul, Harlan, 
Chandler, John, Tipton, one-half vote; Judge 
Manecy—8.

After all the effort a recess of forty min- 
utes was had for lunch. 

When the committee reassembled it took 
up the Fourth district row between the 
Deneen and Lowden factions. More than 
an hour was spent deciding that the Mc- 
Kenna caucus was regular and beating 
Shanahan. The vote stood 16% for to 7 
against, neither contestant in that case and 
only one in the other voting. 

The hearing of the Twenty-first district 
case was limited to twenty minutes a side. 

As rapidly as they could be heard the 
others were disposed of. 


Keeping Order Is Hard Work. 


When it finally got settled down to sharp 
work there was some lively questioning of 
the speakers, and occasionally the contro- 
versy became so spirited the chairman 
would have fairly to hammer his desk to 
restore and keep order. Mr. Harlan’s ques- 
tions frequently embarrassed the speakers, 
whereupon Judge Hanecy demanded that he 
hold himself within the bounds of usage. 
Several times Mr. Harlan excused himself 
on the grounds he was having his first ex- 
perience in state politics. The first real 
lineup wags shown by the vote by which it 
was decided permanently to seat the Yates 
delegates in the Fulton county Yates-Sher- 
man contest. This vote was 17 to 8. 

In their order the Fayette, Johnson, Ma- 
rion, Montgomery, and Randolph contests 
were left as the state committee had settled 
them, 

When Rock Island county was called the 
rival leaders went before the credentials 
committee prepared to make a hard fight. 
The only leeway given them, however, was 
the presentation of some “ facts’ that were 
laid before the state body.

Harrison Talks of Situation. 


“T am not interested in the state conven- 
tion,’’ said Mayor Harrison, in answer to an 
inquiry as to his intentions. ‘I shall not 
be there myself. ‘The other crowd is in con- 
trol, and there is no use of my going unless 
I have some license to mix up in the pro- 
ceedings. I have about 200 delegates to my 
credit, but the opposition won out, and now 
the state affair is up to them to worry about. 
I fought a fair fight for Congressman Will- 
lams and lost—some other gentlemen fought 
a certain kind of a fight for Congressman 
Williams, and ‘dumped’ him.’’ 

‘But Williams has delegates down the 
state,”’ it was suggested.

RAILROADS OFFER TO TAKE CHI- 
CAGO BUSINESS AT LAKE RATES. 


Will Relieve Nearly a Million Bushels 
of Grain Tied Up on Vessels in Port 
Because of Carriers’ Strike~Tempo- 
rary Truce Granted Passenger 
Lines—One Contract Signed with 
Cooks—Referendum Vote Is Nega- 
tive. 


Eastern railroad managers came to the 
relief of Chicago shippers yesterday by an- 
nouncing that they would take business at 
lake rates until the strike of masters and 
pilots ended. 

Lake rates, however, already have been ad-. 
vanced in consequence of the deadlock. As 
the Lumber Carriers’ association and the 
masters have settled their differences, the 
lumber vessels are free to take any business 
offered, and seven were chartered during the 
day for 240,000 bushels of corn for Buffalo at 
2% cents, an advance of 1% cents. In time the

gels tied up in Chicago and all this must be 
taken out if the strike runs into warm 
weather. Vesselmen gave shippers permis- 
sion to unload the ships at any time. 

An odd feature in the situation is that many 
captains own large interests in the boats they 
command. It was men of this class that 
made up the minority of thirty-five in Chi-, 
cago which voted against the strike, while .

He could 
not go on its bridge without being expelled 
from the association.

It is believed an agree- 
ment can be made, at a substantial wage in- 
crease for masters and pilots. 


Effort to Break Strike. 


Cleveland, O., May 12.—An effort to break 
the solid front presented by the Lake Car- 
riers’ association in its negotiations with 
the masters and pilots is shown by the ten- 
dering of contracts to individual owners by 
the latter association, which will allow for 
the operation of their boats pending a settle- 
ment with the vesselmen’s organization. The 
penalty of a raise in wages is threatened 
to all owners who do not accept the agree- 
ment by the evening of May 14. 

The captains and mates of the steel trust 
fleet, who were notified by the company to re- 
port for duty tomorrow, have received orders 
from the union not to go to their boats. 
Most of the vessels of that fleet have been 
fitted out ready to sail, but today all hands 
except the engineers were paid off. 


Rejected by Heavy Vote. 

Reports from all harbors on the referen- 
dum vote were received at union head- 
quarters today, and they show that the 
lake carriers’ offer was rejected by an over- 
whelming majority. 

A contract was signed today by the lake 
carriers with the cooks represented by the 
Seamen’s union. Chief cooks are to get $70 
per month for the season, and assistants will 
be paid $30 to Oct. 1 and $37.50 for the balance 
of the season. With the signing of this con- 
tract the lake carriers have made arrange- 
ments with all labor organizations except 
the masters and pilots.

Wall and Hearst Forces in Contest for 
Delegates, with Chances in 
Favor of Former. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 12.—[{Special.]—Sup- 
porters of BE. C. Wall of Milwaukee and W. 
R.. Hearst of Néw York, candidates for presi- 
dent on the democratic ticket, are how fight- 


‘ing hard in caucuses throughout the state to 


control the Wisconsin delegation to St. Louis. 
The state convention will be held here next 
Tuesday. Both sides claim they will control, 
but the probability is Wisconsin will send 


Wall delegates. 

There are 583 delegates in the state conven- 
tion. In counties that have held caucuses so 
far, Wall has 176, Hearst 94, and 13 are unin- 
structed. The Milwaukee caucuses will be 
held Saturday and Wall will get at least 70.

BIRMINGHAM, May 12.—Joseph Chamber- 
lain made his first speech since his return 
to England ata meeting of the Liberal Union- 
ist association here tonight. 

Mr. Chamberlain said’ the fiscal question 
could’ not be ‘disposed of by waving cld rags 
or by the clattering of worn out cans, but 
that it would remain until it was no longera 
question buta fact. The unionist party, he 
said, was pledged to.the policy of retaliation, 
and already the fiscal agitation was having 
its effect. -_He had mét eminent business 
men abroad who had said that_if his policy 
was carried out they would be obliged to re- 
move pte business to Great Britain. 

Mr.,Chamberlain said he wished he could 
have a:referendum tomorrow on the ques- 
tion, which he believed would be favored 
by a large majority of the people. A general 
election ‘would not come soon, but it would 
come in a reasonable time and might go 
against the unionists. “Perhaps, however, 
the cause would not suffer if the scene should 
be changed, Mr. Chamberlain said, and a new 
piece produced which would s@on be hissed 
off the stage.

It was supported 
by a memorial beautifully engrossed on 
parchment, which -was signed by twenty-six 
prominent Americans, including Cardinal 
Gibbons, Archbishop Farley, Bishop Potter, 
Senator and Mrs. Depew, Gen. and Mrs. Miles, 
W. K. Vanderbilt, Mayor McClellan, George 
Gould, and Russell Sage. P 


Memorial an Urgent One. 

The memorial declared that those signing 
it would greatly appreciate the honor of a 
visit by Mrs. Navarro to the United States, 
where thousands of the new generation who 
never had seen her were anxious to render 
her ‘homage. It was proposed that she.em- 
body readings from the’ poets, principally 
Shakspeare, Tennyson, and Longfellow, In 
her program, the formation of which was 'eft 
to herself. It was stated a part of the gross 
receipts would be devoted go charity. Mr. 
Morrissey took the invitation memorial to 
Mrs. Navarro’s home, the Court Farm, 
Broadway, Worcestershire. He used the 
utmost persuasion to obtain Mrs. Navarro’s 
acceptance of the invitation and guaranteed 
her $150,000. Mr. Navarro consented, and 
their young son pleaded that he wanted to 
see Central park. 


Thinks Four Days and Declines, 

Mrs. Navarro took four days to consider the 
matter. She then wrote a graceful letter 
acknowledging the honor and expressing 
her sincere thanks for it, but she added: 

‘I am compelled by conviction not to 
deviate from the resolution I made fifteen 
vears ago not to enter again into the rush 
and excitement of public life.” 

She further stated that, although she oc- 
casionally consented to help the poor gratu- 
itously, there was nothing further from her 
mind than a professional return to the stage.

There has been a singular change for the 
better in ten years.

000,000, and the outflow was watched with 
unconcealed nervousness by the business 
interests of the country, which feared great- 
ly a slump to the silver standard. The 
heavy shipments which have been made 
this year cause nobody any concern. Today 
the stock of gold in the country is enormous.

SAVING MONEY AND TIME. ~ 
When public officials are sufficiently alert 
to introduce a really masterful stroke of 
finance in the execution of public business 
the action merits comment, if for no other 
reason than its novelty. The credit of sav- 
ing about $400,000 and a year’s time in the 
work of filling in Grant park evidently be- 
longs to President Foreman of the south 
park board. By refusing to accept bids 
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»which- were fair enough under normal con- 


ditions, and by taking advantage of abnor- 
mal conditions, Mr. Foreman succeeded in 
driving an unusually good bargain for the 
public. He found some people who were 
heavily overstocked with the dirt which the 
submerged land needed, and wanted to get 
rid of it. Instead of charging anything one 
corporation was glad of an opportunity to 
make the park a present of 700,000 enbic 
yards of earth. The other was delighted | 
to deliver to the park at a low rate the stuff 
which it is about to dredge out of the river.

LAKE COMMERCE TIED UP. 

The members of the Masters and Pilots’ 
association have rejected by a decisive vote 
the proposition of the vessel owners that 
wages be left as they were last year. From 
the’ point of view of the disinterested out- 
sider the offer was not a bad one, gnd should 
have been accepted. It is never politic to 
stand out stifiy for more pay on a falling 
market, but that is precisely what the 
masters ‘and pilots ‘are doing. All the in- 
dications were that the volume of lake busi- 
ness would be less than that of recent years. 
It was well known that there was to be'a 
considerable falling off in ore shipments and 
that the prospects for the vessels owners 
making any money were extremely poor. To 
ask them to pay higher wages was “ crowd- 
ing the mourners.” Those paid in 1903 were 
the highest known, and to retain them would 
really be a victory. The soft-coal miners, 
governed by the advice of intelligent re 


ers, consented .to a wage reduction ragher 
than go on a strike in a dull season, 

The vessel owners have made contracts 
with all the other unions they have to deal 
with, but ships cannot be run without mas- 
ters and pilots. So here is an end of lake 
eommerce for the time being. Charters for 
vessel room amounting to more than 3,000,- 
000 bushels of grain now at Chicago have 
been canceled. That grain, which must 
be delivered at Buffalo before the end of the 
month, will-have to be forwarded by rail. 
That will suit the railroads perfectly. The 
lines which run from lake points to-the sea- 
board will be delighted to be freed tem- 
porarily from the competition of the water 
routé. They need the business which the 
tieup on the great lakes will give them. 

It is unfortunate that the Masters and 
Pilots’ association has not men at its head 
who have the knowledge of business condi- 
tions and influence of President Mitchell. 


“THE GREATEST COMMERCIAL CRIME.” 

Justice Gaynor of New York is about 
right in his statement to the American So- 
cial Science association that “ the greatest 
commercial crime of our day and genera- 
tion is favoritism in freight rates.” 

The industrial success of an individual, 
a community, or a nation depends upon 
transportation facilities. That is why the 
Philippine government lays so much stress 
on the building of railroads in the archipel- 
ago. One great reason for the slow devel- 
opment of South America is the lack of 
good roads of every kind, which makes 
transportation so costly. There is no great- 
er handicap for producers than freight rates 
which are higher than those exacted of 
their competitors. 

Nature has favored some regions more 
than she has others. Some have navigable 
rivers and some have not. That kind of 
favoritism cannot be complained of. If one 
part of a country is more progressive than 
another and builds railroads and canals, the 
people who are served by them are put in 
a much better position than those who are 
not, but the latter have no right to complain. 
The advantages which more fortunate riy- 
als enjoy have been fairly won. 

The favoritism which Justice’ Gaynor 
denounces is that of a railroad which ought 
to charge all shippers of the same kind of 
goods from the same points equal rates, but 
which favors one shipper or one town to the 
injury of another 
usually purch has built up some places 
and nearly ruined others, and has enriched 
some individuals or corporations at the ex-

the making of the Standard Qil trust, and 
without it some other trusts would go to 
pieces. 

The warfare against what Justice Gay- 
nor calls “the greatest commercial crime,” 
which has been going on for many years, 
has not yet been crowned with success. 
Something has been done, but a great deal 
remains to do. The importance of the mat- 
tey is more ‘fully appreciated than ever be- 
fore, and the contest for the equal rights of 
shippers will be kept up energetically until 
discriminations in freight rates are prac- 
tically unknown. It will be comparatively 
easy to deal with the great manufacturing 
trusts when the railroads are compelled to 
cease being their aiders and _adetters.

LETTER OF HARQUSEDEPORTENY | 


1904: By the Marquise de Fonteney. 


ING EDWARD has decided that 
every member of the first federal 
parliament of Australia shall hold 
and enjoy the title of ‘ honorable’ 
for life. His majesty has over- 
ruled the strenuous opposition of the colo- 
nial department in the matter.” It is to the 
last sentence of this announcement made by 
the Hon. Alfred Deakin, premier of the 
commonwealth of Australia, on his retire- 
ment from office the other day, that I wish 
to call attention. 

Doubts have often been expressed as to 
whether the present English monarch really 
took so active and above all eo dominating 
‘a role in the administration of the govern- 
ment as has been alleged in these letters, and 
it hae been urged that Edward VII., as a con- 
stitutional monarch, was restricted to mere- 
ly giving his royal sanction to the decisions 
of his ministers and of the cabinet in Lon- 
don. 

Now, however, we have the word, publicly 


given, of the prime minister of the great | 


commonwealth of Australia that in one mat- 
ter, at any rate, the king has declined to be 
guided by the advice of the colonial secre- 
tary of state in London—that is to say, of the 
cabinet, and has in defiance of the wishes and 
“strenuous opposition of both one and the 


other conferred an honor upon a number of | 


his Australian subjects. - 


Here in America legislative office confers 
ipso facto the prefix of honorable, and is ac- 
corded as a matter of courtesy to the per- 
son in question for the remainder of his life. 
In the British empire, however, it is an offi- 
cial title which belongs as a matter of in- 


herited right to the younger sone, of earls 


and to all the children of peers of the rank 
of viscount and baron, as well as to all the 
children of life peers, with this proviso, that 
the wife of the son ofa peer does not share 
his right to the prefix of “ honorable.” Thus 
the wife of the Hon. George Keppel, young- 
est son of the late earl of Albemarle, is not 
Hon.” Mrs. George Keppel, although 
she is frequently described as such in the 
English newspapers, but plain “Mrs. Kep- 
el 


The prefix of ‘“‘ honorable" also pertains 


_to members of parliament not in England 


but in the colonies, as well as to members 
of the colonial executive and legislative 
councils, so long as they are in office as such, 
lapsing, however, from the moment that 
they leave office, unless it is accorded to them 
for life by virtue of a special decree or patent 
by the monarch, as in the case of all the 
members of the first — of the com- 
monwealth of Australia. 


An engagement the announcement of 
which has ¢reated a great sensation in Rus- 
sia is that of Mile. de Witte, the adopted 
daughter of count de Witte, the president 
of the council 6f ministers, to a scion of the 
histonc and illustrious house of Nar- 
ie¢hkine, which has on more j;than 
one occasion furnished consorts to 
the Muscovite czars. Mile. de Witte, a 
charming girl, devotedly attached to her 
stepfather, and his invariable companion on 
his trips abroad, is the daughter of his wife 
by her first husband and has inherited from 
her mother, who is a member of the Jewish 
race, a strain of Semitic blood that has until 
now constituted to hera drawback in Russia 
from a social point of view. Moreover, her 
father—that is to say, Mme. de Witte’s first 
husband—was a subordinate railroad em- 
ployé of the most obscure birth, so that her 
marriage into the Narischkine family is re- 
garded as a most brilliant alliance for the 
young girl. 

According to some the Narischkines are 
descended from a royal house which for- 
merly flourished in Bohemia; but, according 
to others, they were originally farmers in 
the village of Staro Kirkino, which still ex- 
ists. Natalie, the daughter of one of them, 
used to make long visits to her godmother, 
Mme. Matvieff, at Moscow, whose husband 
had been raised from the ranks by Czar 
Alexis, who occasionally honored his pro- 
tégé with visits. It was during one of the 
latter that the czar met Natalie, fell in love 
with her, and married her, and Peter the 
Great’ was born of this union. 

Whatever the origin of the Narischkines, 
who, like so many other of the great houses 
of the Museéovite afistocracy, remain un- 
titled, they have played a most important 
réle in the history of Russia during the last 
800 years; and:their name is to be found on 
nearly every one of the pages of the annals 
of the empire. 


At the risk of spoiling a romance I am 
obliged to state that Mile. Eleonore de Ker- 
moel, daughter of the marquis de Kermoel, 
who last week created so great a sensation 
by giving her hand in marriage to a convict 
of thé name of Goudchoux at Riom fn Au- 
vergne, with the object of joining him in a 
year’s time in the penal colony of Cayenne, 
to which he has been sentenced for a long 
term of detention, is not a Parisian elegante, 
nor yet a great lady of the Faubourg St. 
Germain. Nor is the sacrifice which she has 
made in order to wed her present husband 
as great as would have been the case had 
she been reared in affluence and played a 
role in society. 


' While it is perfectly true that she is the. 


daughter of an authentic marquis of old 
Breton lineage, her father is earning his liv- 
ing as a hack driver in Paris, while she has 
for a number of years past been the “ bonne 
A tout faire,” or general servant of thé fam- 
fly of a Parisian shopkeeper in a small way. 
There are lots of bona fide nobles of equally 
ancient lineage as the marquis de Kermoel 
who are earning a more or less precarious 
livelihood by means of similarly humble and 
obscure callings in Paris. This js not so 
much due to thé extravagance of their im- 
mediate forbears as to the fact that their 
families lost all their property and wealth 
fighting for the royalist cause at the time of 
the great revolution 100 years ago, and less 
fortunate than those noble “‘ emigres ” who 
had fied with the princes and remained with 
them in exile until the restoration failed to 
receive any compensation when the Bourbon 
king returned to France. 


King Edward will scarcely relish the man- 
ner in which his grant of a private audience 
to the New. York banker, Jacob Schiff, has 
been construed by the press in England and 
in this country. For the manner in which 
the visit of Mr. Schiff to Buckingham palace 
in the company of Sir Ernest Cassel is de- 
scribed implies that he went there at the 
invitation of the king, who was anxious to 
express his appreciation to him for the part 
which he had played in the arrangements 
for the issue of the new Japanese loan. — 

Now, although England is the ally of 
Japan, yet she is bound by the laws of neu-. 
trality in the present conflict. Moreover, the 
ties of kinsmanship between the reigning 
houses of Russia and Great Britain are quite 
close, and under the circumstances the an- 
nouncement that King Edward has gone out 
of his way to thank a, New York banker for 
furnishing money to Japan in order to en- 
able her to carry on her war against Russia 
is ealculated to give rise to feelings of 
amazement and resentment at St. Peters- 
burg. 

Baron von Lucanus, the principal private. 
secretary of the kaiser, who has already the 
order of the Black Bagle, the highest order 
of knighthood in Germany, has just received 
from Emperor William the star of the order 
in diamonds, which is only granted as a 
token of altogether exceptional honor and 
distinction, no one being permitted to wear 
the insignia of an order in diamonds unless 
they have been conferred by the soverign 
presenting the order. The baron, who*%owes 
his nickname of the kaiser’s “ blackie man” 
to his being almost the only member of the 
imperial household not arrayed in a gorge- 
ous uniform, but invariably attired in black, 
and who is usually charged with the dis- 
agreeable duty of conveying to the emperor’s 
ministers and dignities of one kind or an- 
other, the intimation of their dismissal or 
disgrace, is the lay dean of the cathedral 
of Halberstadt, the revenues of which he 
enjoys.

EAR BILL: The ice is stilt two fect 
thick on tite lakes, but it’s rotten 
along the thoroughfares, and there's 
a pretty steady current running 
thréugh the whole chain.

It has been 
raining off and on for several days, and 
we're scared of a big flood when the ice goes 
out. The boys over around Frenchman's 
Gam have taken care of that already. You 
remember old Fred, the ome armed dam 
watcher, who lives in the shack right by the

gates at the dam. Well, last Friday old 
Fred walks into town—it’s a good sixteen 
miles, even if you cut through Old Forty 
swamp—and got his first taste of sugar and 
‘“‘alky’’ for two months. Result was that 
he ended up in the lockup, and the boys who 
live out around the dam just rose to the 
chance and blowed out about thirty feet of 
it with dynamite. Last year the mill people 
kept the gates closed all summer and flooded 
out half the settlers as far back as Eleven 
Mile creek. It's sure they can’t get It fixed 
up now before the ice goes out, and maybe 
they won't think it’s worth while to build 
it up again at all. I hope not. I tell you 
if you want to keep a dam solid up in this 
country you've got to have a man on guard 
all the time with a rifle In hie hands—night 
and day—for it don’t take but a minute to 
hitch a fuse on to a stick of dynamite and 
put it where it'll do the most good. 

I don’t blame the boys much, efther, for 
it’s pretty hard to cut a clearing out of the 
woods, get a crop of potatoes started. and 
then have the whole thing covered with two 
feet of water just so’s a pulp mill a hundred 
and fifty miles down the Wisconsin may be 
sure that it will have a good head of water 
all through the summer. 

Big Joe came out of the woods two weeks 
ago with three less fingers than he had In 
the fall and about $200 in cash money more 
than he took tn with him. The fingere are 
still gone and so is the money. It took Joe 
just ten days to get rid of the cash and to 
run up bar bills at all she gin mills tn town 
that will total un about $200 more.

I'd back Bie Joe and a crew 
of his kind to get more logs down the skids 
on to the ice In a season than twice as many 
of the new kind of lads, who save their 
money and don’t punish as much booze. 
More and more they are bringing crewe «if 
Italians into the woods, and if there's any- 
thing that makes Big Joe and all the wold 
timers sore it's just that. The Dagoes wil! 
work for half the old wages, and they act 
all the time like they were scared to death 
of the walking bose.

world’s sympathy, even in the hour of vic- 
tory.

FOR CONTEST JUNE 24. 


Track Committee Sends Out Entry 
Blanks to All Chicago High and 
Grammar Schools tor Games to Be 
Held by Cook County Athletic 
League—Winners of Various Events 
Will Be Taken to St. Louis—Hules 
to Govern Issued. 


Entry blanks for the high and grammar 
school outdoor meet to be held at Marshall 
‘field June 24, under the auspices of the board 
of control of the Cook County Athletic 
league, were forwarded yesterday to every 
school in the city by the board's track com- 
mittee. The preliminary blanks must be re- 
turned to Secretary A. L. Clark of the board 
of control by May 20, and the final blanks 
by June 15. 

The meeting of the track committee was 
held at the board of education rooms and 
Secretary Clark said that 300 entries were 
xp from the high schools and several 

undred more from the grammar schools. 
Rich prizes in the way of medals, banners, 
and trips to St. Louis are offered. 

Gold medals.will be awarded for firsts, 
silver medals for seconds, and bronze medals 
for thirds. A medal will be given to the 
contestant wittning the highest number of 
individual points in the meet. The school 
which wins the greatest number of aggregate 
points will be awarded the banner for cham- 
pionship of the Cook county high schools for 
the year 1904. 


Winners to Go to St. Louis. 


The best men in all events will be sent to 
St. Louis to compete th the national high 
school meet, July 2, 4, and 6. The best quar- 
ter milers will compose the all Chicago relay 
team at St. Louis, The best freshman quarter 
milers will compose the all Chicago fresh- 
man team at St. Louis. If any school or 
freshman relay team can, after the meet, 
‘win from the picked quarter milers, it will 
be taken to St. Louis also. 

A full series of events is scheduled for the 
Chicago meet. The high school boys will 
compete in seventeen events and the gram- 
mar schoo! lads in eight events. The follow- 
ing rules govern the high school events: 

Eligibility of candidates will be governed by the 
—_ of the Cook County High School Athletic 
eague. 

Rules governing the events will be the same as 
= Conference Intercollegiate Athletic association 
rules. 


No Chances to “‘Dope”’ Athletes. 


No one will be permitted to be around with 
the candidates except the member of the 
board of control, principal, manager, man- 
ager’s assistant, and a trainer or rubber of 
the school represented. 

Meets will follow absolutely the official 
program. 

Contestants must be on the grounds one-half hour 
before the time set for their event. 

Freshmen must have been .registered in the 
school from which they enter not later than Sept. 
80, 1908, and must be eligible under the rules of 
the board of control. 

From the preliminary entry numbers will be as- 
signed. When a contestant on account of Ineligi- 
bility is dropped from a preliminary, the number 
is dropped also from the final entry. 

The necessary fee must accompany the prelim- 
inary entry. No money wilj be refunded if con- 
testants are dropped. « 

In. the preliminary entry men may be entered 
who expect to be eligible June 15, the principal only 
certifying to the fact that the men are members 
of his school. 

On the final entry only the eligible men who 
are on the preliminary entry blank may be en- 
tered. The final entry cannot be changed. 


Grammar School Regulations. 


The rules governing the grammar school 
boys follow: 

A principal may determine the eligibility of a 
boy by taking an average of his work, which 
average must be above 75. 

No entry will be considered unless accompanied 
by the necéssary fee, which fee is not to exceed $3 
per school, no matter how many may enter from 
that school. 

The boys making the best records in each event 
and the winning relay team will be sent to St. 
Louls to compete in the national meet, forming an 
all Chicago team. 

If several schools in some school districts wish 
to form a relay team they may do so on making 
the fact known to the chairman.

Two entry blanks will be asked for, a preliminary 
blank, due May 20, to determine the size of the 
meet and assignment of individual numbers, and 
also ‘a final blank, due June 15, to determine 
eligibility.

7 WESTERN ROADS HOLD BACK. 
FIXING ST. LOUIS RATES. 


Passenger Association Postpones Ac- 
tion, but the Stopovers in Chicago Are 
Said to Be Practically Assured. 


Western Passenger association lines have 
taken no steps to aid the Central Passenger 
association lines in perfecting joint arrange- 
ments for stopovers at Chicago on St. Louis 
world's fair tickets. It was expected that the 
executive committee of the western, which 

yesterday met here, would act in the matter, 

but nothing was done. It was said that stop- 
overs will be granted by the western roads, 
whether the Western Passenger association 
sanctions it or not. The Burlington and Ili- 
nols Central already have taken independent 
action and this will compe! the other roads to 
fall into line. 

The western roads have not been as liberal 
in the making of world’s fair rates as the 
eastern lines. Throughout the west com- 
plaints are made against the excessive rates 
charged by. the western roads to St. Louls 
and Chicago. The Denver Post says the. 
-world’s fair rates from Colorado points are 
outrageous as compared with the figures 
made by eastern lines. The New York Cen-. 
tral, for instance, makes a round trip fifteen 
day rate to St. Louls of $20, or $4.25 less than 
the regular one way fare. The western roads 
charge $29.40 for a round trip fifteen day 
ticket from Denver to St. Louls, or $4.90 more 
S than the regular one way rate. One of the 
excuses of the St. Louis terminal or western 
roads not showing the same liberal spirit 
‘as the eastern is that they have contributed 
large sums for the exposition, while the east- 
ern roads have given nothing and@ can afford 
be more liberal. 


Rock Island Rumor Is Revived. 

The visit of President Loree and other 
‘high officials of the Rock Igland-Frisco sys- 
tem to El Paso and their trip west from 
there over the El Paso and Southwestern 
has revived the rumors that the Rock Island 
contemplates securing an outlet to the Pa- 
cific.

NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. 


Annual Meeting of National Board with 
| Address by President Henry 
H. Hall. 


New York, May 12.—{Special.}-—The thirty- 
eighth annua] meeting of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters waa held today. Pres- 
ident Henry H. Hall called the members to 
order. In his annual address he said in part: 

‘The year 1008 was an exceptional one as to profit 

or the fire un nterest. The under- 
writing profit for the year of all companies doing 
business in the state of New York is shown to 
have been $16,041,088. The profit of the same 
companies for the ten years from 1804 to 1008, in- 
elusive, was $27,636,606, a little less, probably, 
than the amount paid by the same companies for 
their losses by the Baltimore fire in February of 


the present year. 
“On Dec. 31, 1908, the total loss paying ability

ness in New York state was $1,777,367, 762. 

bly this amount hag been depleted since Jan. 1 by 
losses and by withdrawals from business to the 
extent of at least $27,000,000.

their amount of risk in large cities. 

** The expense ratio of a]] companies in 1878 was 
86.71, while for 1908 it was 86.80. The average 
rate increased from .8566 in 1878 to 1.1874 in 1008. 
The concentration of business in a smaller number 
of companies has not produced the reeult the pub- 
lic has a right to expect, yet for the unfavorable 
exhibit the fire insurance managers are not wholly 
responsible. The congested districts of large cities 
demand at present more fire insurance capital than 
the world can supply. Outside of these districts 
of large industrial risks the supply of this capital 
is now in excess of the norma! demand. 

“* When it has been determined by the h 
available expert authority that there exists 
any city serious danger of conflagration in any dis- 
trict in which there is large aggregate of value, 
then fire underwriters should act promptly on lines 
of fixed policy that will commend itself to the 
best judgment of leading commercial to 


secure, 

**1, Ineproved conditions, in respect to danger 
from fire when this improvement is secured. 

**2. Reduction of expenses to conduct our busi- 

ness with a consequent reduction in insurance 
rates. 
** Such a line of policy, if equitably followed, 
will have the support of public opinion and co- 
operation of the municipal authority with free- 
dom from legislative interference. 

** The fire waste in the country consequent on the 
drain upon national wealth amounts to no less a 
sum than $160,000,000 per annum. During the 
current year, by reason of the Baltimore conflagra- 
tion, it is not likely to be less than $225,000,000, at 


least one-Nalf of which enormous aggregate is 


due to preventable causes. Insurance companies 
in’ carrying out their present system of rating, 
which provides charges for deficiencies and allow- 
ances for improved methods of construction which 
are designed to check this waste by fire and con- 
sequently lead to reduced rates of premium, are 
being seriously harassed by the enactment of laws 
in various states, which, by preventing codperation, 
impede, if they do not altogether prevent the ac- 
complishment of this end. These laws evidently 
are framed and passed under the impression that 
they interest property owners, whereas they have 
the contrary effect."’ 

Chairman Frank Lock of the committee on ad- 
justments said: 

* Your committee on adjustments begs to re- 
port that no period in récent times has appeared so 
opportune as the present moment to adopt effective 
plans of coUperation.in all matters pertaining to 
loss adjustments. The efficient work done by the 
loss adjustment committee of the New York board 
of fire underwriters, now extending over two 
years, has passed the experimental stage and dem- 
onstrated the economy of cost with the improved 
results in adjustments. A movement is on foot to 
extend similar codperation to Boston, Philadelphia, 
and other points. These facts have demonstrated 
that the Baltimore conflagration losses go to prove 
the national board can give valuable assistance to 
such movements all over the country; in fact, this 
board is a natural center from which such work 
should emanate, and it should be looked to in an 
advisory capacity.’* 

Henry Evans, chairman of the committee of 
twenty, reported progress. He said organization 
of its staff of engineers was proceeding satisfac- 
torily, and that some of them would go this month 
to investigate Norfolk, Va., stopping on the way 
at Philadelphia and Baltimore.

Judge Parish of Sawyer County Calls on 
Militia fer Aid and Adjutant General 
‘Demurs—Deitz Holds Fort. 


Hayward, Wis., May 12.—The attempt of 

Judge Parish and Sheriff Peterson to dis- 
lodge J. F. Deitz from his stronghold at the 
Cameron dam in the lower Chippewa, devel- 
oped trouble between the court and Adjt. 
Gen, C. R. Boardman yesterday. Capt. Mow- 
att, company B, W. N. G., of Ashland, is also 
involved. 

The chronology of the day’s events in this 
regard were as follows:

‘Bheriff Peterson of Sawyer county for the 
purpose of equipping deputies who are hunt- 
ing for Deitz.. Capt. Mowatt demurred, | 
claiming that he was tnauthorized to do so 
except by order of the governor. 

Judge Parish thereupon threatened to com- 

mit Capt. Mowatt for contempt and send the 
sheriff for the guns if the order was not 
obeyed. Capt. Mowatt wired Adj. Gen. 
Boardman at Madison, Wis., about the mat- 
‘ter, but received no answer, andin the mean- 
time. the gums were put on a train for Hay- 
ward... . 

The adjutant general later wired Capt. 
Mowatt to send no guns or ammunition ex- 
cept by order of the governor of Wisconsin, 
further stating that Sheriff Peterson should 
have made his requisition direct upon the 
governor. Capt. Mowatt at once wired the 
express office at Hayward to retain the guns 
gud ammunition, subject to the governor’s 
order. Other developments of the day were: 

Statement by the Chippewa Lumber and 
Boom company that it has abandoned its 
Grive on account of the Deitztrouble. About 
150,000 logs lie high and dry, and operations 
of the large mill here may be discontinued.

A SPEAKER PAINTS 


FRANK SICKLES FALIS WHILE 
TALKING AT BUFFALO. 


ef the Committee of Twenty-five to 
Give the National Organization 
More Authority Over State Associa- 
tions—Held an Attempt to Change 
Original Purposes and Division of 
Sentiment Is About Even. | 


{BY JAMES F. OATES.) 

Buffalo, N. ¥., May 12.—[Special,]—The 
first day’s session of the Y. M. C. A. con- 
vention terminated abruptly this afternoon 
when Frank Sickles of Buffalo fainted in the 
midst of an address and was unable to pro- 
ceed. 

When Mr. Sickles fell to the platform the 
convention was thrown Into a panic, which 
was increased by a report that the delegate 
had suffered a stroke of paralysis. Mr. 
Sickles recovered, however, in a few min- 
utes and after the delegates were assured 
that he was little the worse for his experi- 
ence the session adjourned. 


General vs. State Organization. 
Mr. Sickles was speaking in support of a 
minority committee report on the general 
question of the powers to be given the na- 
tional organization within sfates in which 
there are state organizations. Thily question 
was the theme of the day and the paramount 
issue of the meeting. The controversy in 
which delegates are rapidly taking sides 
harks back to the first convention of the 
national organization held in Buffalo in 


Central Committee Curbed. 

At that time as a guard against a central 
committee usurping the power of the local 
associations it was resolved that “ while it 
would oftentimes be judicious to discuss in 
conventions principles of organization and 
action, this body shall have no authority or 
— over the local affairs of any associa- 

on.”’ 

At the morning session today, Cyrus H. Mc- 
Cormick of Chicago, chairman of the com- 
mittee of twenty-five, read a majority report 
signed by thirteen members, which proposed 
to give to the international committee prior- | 
ity over the state committees and also to vest 
in that committee authority to promote rail- 
road work in a state with or without the co-— 
operation of the state organization. 

The minority report was signed by eight 
members, and Edwin Burritt Smith of Chi- 
cago presented it. This report did not give 
such power to the international committee, 
but would make both international and state 
committees equal in their relations to the 
local association, which created them, each 
to work in its own sphere, the state commit- 
tee being the agent of cloBe supervision; the 
international committee the agent of general 
supervision. . 

Motion to Substitute Report. 

On the motion to substitute the minority 
report Judge Selden P. Spencer of St. Louis 
made the opening speech in support of 
the majority report. He was followed by 
Edwin Burritt Smith of Chicago, who opened 
up the debate on the behalf of those favoring 
the minority report. BE. L. Shuey of Dayton 
spoke for the majority and was followed by 
Mr. Bickles. 

The debate will be resumed at the morning 
session. The delegates seem about evenly 
divided. Leaders on both sides are claiming 
a victory when the final vote is taken to- 
morrow. 

Tonight a big meeting was held in the 
interest of the railroad department.

TYNER RECOMMENDS LOBBYIST 


Evidence at Conspiracy Trial Shows He 
Indorsed Barrett as Influential 
with. Department. 


Washington, D. C., May 12.—At the Tyner- 
Barrett trial today A. B. Snow, a postoffice 
inspector, identified a signed statement which 
he obtained from Harrison J. Barrett, show- 
ing the retainers received by Barrett and 
Nelms as counsel for bond investment com- 
panies, between Jan. 1 and March 1, 1901, 
and by Mr. Barrett subsequently. The total 
was $10,541, received from twenty-two dif- 
ferent companies. The witness testified that 
Mr. Barrett stated his income for a little more 
than two years was about $40,000 

W. F. Roberts, an engraver, testified to 
printing 190 announcements of the Barrett- 
Nelms partnership cards at the order of 
Mr. Barrett, and Assistant District Attorney 
Taggart read three letters written by Gen. 
Tyner recommending Mr. Barrett to Presi- 
dent Hayes of the Southern Pacific railway, 
President Stevens of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, and Vice President and General Man- 
ager Greene of the Baltimore and Ohio. Gen. 
Tyner said Mr. Barrett would be of value as 
a lobbyist and counselor for the companies 
before committees of congress and the de- 
partment. The first two letters were written 
prior to Mr. Barrett's retirement. }
